* head,” a typical promiſe of Chriſt, Gen. 3. 18. a8

Diving love cauſed the bleſſed Jeſus to Die for ſinners, 
R . 8, © to redeem them that were under the law, 
* that we might receive the adoption of ſons,” Gal, 4. 5. 
Chriſt himſelf has Proclaimed the Grand Criterian or 
Characteriſtic of his genuine diſciples, is to love qne ano- 
ther as chriſtians, John 13. 35. And this is the only 
evidence or proof to ourſelves or others, that we love 
God, for as the beloved diſciple of Chriſt has juſtly ob- 
ſerved, ** he that loveth not his brother whom he hath 
* ſeen, how ſhall he love God, whom he hath not ſeen,” 
I John 4. 20. for ” God is love, and he that dwelleth in 
Love, dwelleth in God, and God in him, ” ver. 16. But 
it is a very lamentable confideration, too, too common 
among thoſe who make very, very great pretenſions to 
chriſtianity, that their love to their fellow mortals, con- 
fiſts only in Speech love, complimentary, but not Real; 
which St. John very pertinently diſtinguiſhes, ** loving 
« in word, and in tongue, and not indeed and in truth,” 
1 John 3. 18. which very evidently implies to every Ra- 
tional, confiderate, reflecting mind, a fallacious, ſophiſti- 
cal, deceitful, hypocritical, diſſembling, inſinuating pre- 
tenſion, to that Divine grace of Love. Let us (ſays he) 
« not love in word, neither in tongue, but in deed and 
« in truth;” as if he had ſaid, let our actions, our be- 
haviour ad conduct in life, doing all kind ſervices to 
our fellow mortals, Teſtify the Reality of our love, — 
agreeable to our bleſſed Lord's precept, who commands 
« us to let our light ſo thine before men, that they may ſee 
KO Wo our

our good works, and glorify our father which is in Hea- 
ven, Mat. v. 16. for to him alone is due all the Praiſe, 
for His Grace inclining our Hearts thereto, 1 Cor. 15. 10. 
- Sincere love will be fruitful, it will neceſſarily diſcover 
itſelf whether it be good and genuine, as falt does by 
its ſavour, Math. 5. 13.—a real chriſtians love is not 
confined to the voice, and that operates only with fair 
ſpeeches, promiſes, aſſurances, flams, hum-bugs, &c. 
chained to the tongues end; no, no, this deluſive love is 
as far from * loving in deed and in truth; as the fince- 
rity of that love is that two bruiſers or boxers have for each 
other when they ſhake hands, juſt before they endeavour 
to do one another all the miſchief poſſible ; that is, I 
mean the generality of ſuch profeſſors of love are only 
complimentary. Thoſe who are-in reality the diſciples 
of Chriſt, will imitate our Lord, who went about doing 
„ good,” Acts 10. 38. they will take a great delight and 
pleaſure, to have an opportunity that they can be of real 
ſervice to their fellow duſt and aſhes, —* Looking not 
** only on their own things, but alſo on the things of 
« others, Philip 2. 4. * deviſing liberal things, 
Ifa. 32. 87 ** confidering the cauſe of the poor,” Prov. 
29. 7. © provoking one another to love and good 
„ works”, Heb. 10. 24. O how many, many are there 
who goes to Church Prayer days, and receives the 
Sacrament at Church, or Meeting; and looks very demure 
at filent meetings, that take little or no notice of the 
afflictions and troubles of their Neighbours and acquaint- 
ances, though are faithfully informed thereof, much leſs 
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Jook out themſelves for opportunities of doing good, 
which is the diſpoſition of a truly apoſtolical chriſtian.

- If thoſe among mankind who are in affluent circum- 
Gances, and thoſe who are in middle ftations of life, 
acted upon True Chriſtian principles, in order to cauſe 
thermſelves and others to be of reciprocal fervice ; love- 
ing without | diflinulatzian, abhorring that which ds 
«© evil, cleaving to that which is good, kindly affec+ 
. ** tionate one to another, with brotherly love, in honour 
#« preferring one another, diſtributing to the neceſſity of 
* the ſaints given to hoſpitality,” Rom. 12. 9, 10, 13. 
This world would then become a Paradite, to what it is at 
Preſent; thoſe who were rich of this World's effects, 
would argue after ſome ſuch manner as this ; *I brought 
< nothing into this world, -and it is very certain I can- 
not poſibiy mke any thing out of it,“ 1 Tim. 6. +. 
and if I could, it would not intitle or qualify me for the 
Kingdom of Heaven, which is not to be purchaſed with 
comaptible things, as filver and gold, 1 Peter 1. 18. for 


- the kingdom of God is not meat and drink, but vight- 


.oulneſs and peace, and joy in the holy ghoſt, Rom. 14. 
7. which are the only qualifications for the celeſtial Pa- 
radiſe. O! of wiatinfinite importance is it for thoſe who 
ate in affluent circumſtances, (equaly with thoſe who have 
Ile or any of this world's goods, ) © to lay up for them 
ſelves treaſure in Heaven, Mat. 6. 20. following after 
righteouſneſs, Godlinefs, truth, love, patienot, meekneſs, 
in order to lay hold on eternal Life, 1 Tim. 6. 11. 12.
